The Curtain Falls on Our Silver Jubilee 


This summer we have celebrated our 25th anniversary, and you our audience have 
helped make this a truly festive birthday. 


We were able to add several important “firsts” to our quarter-century record—the 
first appearance here of two great ladies of the screen, Olivia de Havilland and Claudette 
Colbert; the premiere performance of two new scripts, ‘“Summersault” and “A Door to 
A Room;” the first Cape appearance of Betty Field and the first East Coast appearance 
of Roddy McDowall as an adult leading man. 


Claudette Colbert, a newcomer to the strawhat circuit, broke all records at the Play- 
house in Noel Coward’s new play, “Island Fling.” Only one other summer theatre had 
the great pleasure of having this lovely star in the premiere of the Coward comedy. 
It is most unusual for a Coward script to be done first in America, and we are pleased 
to have had a first look, as you obviously were, too. 


Olivia de Havilland toured the circuit for the first time this year and we were fortu- 
nate in having her open our season. Betty Field had never come to the Cape when we 
approached her about playing Dennis. Her husband, Elmer Rice, reworked his comedy, 
“See Naple and Die” for the Playhouse production, so we had the pleasure of seeing the 
teamwork of this distinguished couple. 


Roddy McDowall came to us this year—the only summer theatre he played—and 
made a tremendous personal hit for his outstanding performance in “The Youngest.” The 
ovation he received on opening night was repeated throughout the week as Mr. McDowall 
became one of the Cape’s favorite young leading men. 


You asked us for new plays, so this year a third of our schedule was made up of 
new scripts. You said you liked “Summersault,” Irene Gawne’s gay family comedy, and 
we hope you will like Joanna Wade’s unusual thriller this week. We feel it is an out- 
standing new play. 


Our birthday party reached a gay climax last week when Imogene Coca played 
“Happy Birthday” for us. For a long time she has loved the Cape as we all do and 
chose Dennis as her vacation spot. Fortunately for all of us she wanted to do a play 
before she started back to New York and her TV show. It was the happiest of all Happy 
Birthdays. 


We hope you have enjoyed our party season—you made it very pleasant for us. It’s 
a pleasure to realize you are a quarter of a century old when so many nice people come 
to help you celebrate. And we hope this will be just the first quarter of a century of 
fun and fine theatre here at the Cape Playhouse.

WHO’S WHO 


ESTELLE WINWOOD (Flora) has so 
many credits in the American and English 
theatre that it would take all our pages 
to list them. In her native England she 
starred in such hits as “Maya,” “The Love 
Game,” “See Naples and Die,” “Hotel Uni- 





verse,’ and “The Circle.’ Over here she 
has often been referred to as the “dar- 
ling of the critics’ for her universally 


rave notices in a score of plays, whether 
she was starred or featured. Most recently 
audiences all over the country were de- 
lighted by her performance in “The Mad- 
woman of Chaillot” which she played for 
eighteen months in the New York run 
and on the road. Last fall she revived 
Bernard Shaw’s “Mrs. Warren’s Profes- 
sion,’ and her performance made it seem 
as exciting and entertaining as it was 
years ago. Before the Giraudoux success 
Miss Winwood made a great personal hit 
in “Ladies in Retirement” and as the 
Duchess of Berwick in the revival of 
“Tady Windedmere’s Fan.” She is some- 
what alarmed that playwrights will have 
her written into an early grave at the 
rate they are going. In “Ladies in Retire- 
ment,” she played a woman of 40 and in 
two years she was cast as 50 in the Oscar 
Wilde revival. In “The Madwoman of 
Chaillot” she played an elderly 60, and 
now this week she is playing a pathetic 
recluse of 75. At this rate she is certain 
she will reach 100 before the year is out. 
This is Miss Winwood’s first appearance 
at the Playhouse although it is far from 
her venture in summer stock. Since her 
home is in Mt. Kisco, theatregoers there 
are fortunate in having her play at the 
Westchester Playhouse there each sum- 
mer. This past winter she has gained a 
legion of new fans for her many TV ap- 
pearances, principally on “Lights Out” and 
“Suspense.” 
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VANESSA BROWN (Barbara) has been 
most fortunate in having a_ successful 
career in three mediums in a very short 
time. As a small child in her native Vien- 
na, her family realized her dramatic talent 
in juvenile plays, so when the opportunity 
came for a child to dub French dialogue 
for the Warner Baxter film, “The Prisoner

of Shark Island,’ in Paris Vanessa was 
auditioned and came through with flying 
colors. Her first stage role in this country 
was at the age of thirteen in “Watch On 
The Rhine” as the daughter of Paul Lukas 
and Mady Christians. A movie scout in- 
terrupted her stage career with a contract 
for “Youth Runs Wild.” “The Late George 
Apley,” “Margie,” “Mother Wore Tights,” 
“The Ghost and Mrs. Muir,” and “The 
Foxes of Harrow” followed. In recent 
years she has free lanced on the Coast so 
that she could broaden her career in other 
mediums. One of her most exciting ex- 
periences in the theatre was playing with 
Katherine Hepburn in “As You Like It.” 
Her recent films have included “The Heir- 
ess,” “Big Jack,’ “Three Husbands,” and 
“The Basketball Fix,” soon to be released. 
Her newest enthusiasm is television which 
she calls a “wonderful incubator for young 
talent.” She has co-starred with Robert 
Preston on Pulitzer Prize Playhouse and 
appeared on several Hollywood Screen 
Test programs, She has been almost a 
“regular” on the panel show, Leave It To 
The Girls. 


LEONA MARICLE (Stanice) had a most 
auspicious debut on Broadway in “The 
Trial of Mary Dugan,” starring Ann Hard- 
ing. Since then she has had a score of 
hits including “Once in a Lifetime,” “The 
Greeks Had A Word For It,” “The Vinegar 
Tree,” “Call It-A Day,” “State of the 
Union,” and “Blithe Spirit.” For four 
summers she was leading lady at Lake- 
wood and Skowhegan. Miss Maricle went 
to the Coast for some time where she 
made “Theodora Goes Wild,” “Johnny 
Eager,” “The Mad Miss Manton,” “My 
Reputation,’ and thirty more. She has 
been one of the busiest-actresses on TV 
this past year, adding a new medium to 
talents. 


BRANDON PETERS (Ken) at long last 
adds the Cape Playhouse to the fine sum- 
mer theatres he has played. One of our 
best known actors of the New York stage, 
Mr. Peters started his professional career 
in the great theatre- classics with R. D. 
McLean’s Shakespearean Repertory Com- 
pany, with Margaret Anglin and the fam- 
ous Greek Theatre in Berkeley, California, 
His first important Broadway role was 
in the then young Theatre Guild’s pro- 
duction of “John Ferguson.” During the 
next six years he appeared in fifteen 
Broadway shows, some of them in such 
quick succession that Walter Winchell re- 
ferred to him as the “amazingly recurrent 
Brandon Peters.’ A record-breaking run 
of “The Patsy” in Australia followed, and 
a wonderful Tahitian holiday. Since then 
he has played in “As You Desire Me,” 
opposite Judith Anderson, with Wendy 
Hiller in “Love on the Dole,” “They Shall 
Not Die,” “On Borrowed Time,” and some 
forty more—most recently opposite Lillian 
Gish in “The Curious Savage.” 


LOGAN RAMSEY (Jo) won the coveted 
Clarence Derwent Award for the best 
supporting player last season for his per- 
formance in “The High Ground.” Son of 
Rear Admiral Logan Ramsey, young 
Logan never entertained other ideas for 
a career than the theatre, although he has 
tried public relations, and is well enough 
thought of as a writer to be published by 
the Saturday Evening Post.
